Thy mas the 
F ace of the Book, but the real deſign was to expoſe 
tae Arguments of the Socinans againſt the Divinity 
of our Siviour, by making uſe ot all their Topicks 
in the proof of this Rediculous Aſſertion, and ſolving 
al thoſe broacht agaioft it in the ſame manner 
they were accuſtomed to do, as plainly appeared to 
thoſe who look'd c/o/e enough into it, However, 
ſome good hones} Man there was, who happened 
upon the Bock, ar not ſeeing thorough it, con- 
ccived a mrpnvty Indignation againſt the Perion who 
endeavoured to pro1gate ſuch an Antiquated Hz 
reſie, and ſets himſelf in good earneft to Write an 
Aniwer to it, to prevent the miſchief it might 
make in the World, wherem he would very Gravc- 
ly refel all the Autnoritics and Reaſons that Wap 
had jaid together. To prevent the ſame Trouble to 
ary body elſe, I think it moſt convenient to An- 
ſwer my Book my ſelf, or rather lead the World by 
the Noſe into the Deſign thereof; and by this Key 
let the Reader into the Sence of thx ſo unintelligi- 
ble a buſineſs. 

How extreamly ſome People have been ſcared 
with a Title Page and Index, and now and then the 
word Plzt and Plotters in fearful great Characters, 
and a Black Letter, ſhall be made appear by taking 
this monfter of a Book to pieces, after the general 
face thereot'is firſt (hown, by removinga Vizard, as 
before was eaſie enough tobe ſeen thorough. 

The main Wheel that gave all the lefler motion, 
or general deſign of the Book, wazno more then this, 
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Tn ler the Mas} of a Virnlent Enemy to al Tenipoy 
and M dration, the Diſjenter:, the Proteſtants in 
gerera', and the preſent King, as well as the [ne 
Re volr1izon, to expoſe all the tweak Arguments ſuch 
Perſons have made tife of apainſt Love and Unty. 
To acquaint the World how forly thoſe of this Chae 
rafter had be:yd and Gtlacken'd the Reformation, 
mſlancirg ejpecially in former Ages, amcng others, 
ro embraced (uch 1ygr-ſicmn Notionsgn the Month 
and Soul of them al, the wery Notorious Dr. Reylev, 
an ſhowing um ſeveral Iſt ances hew horribly hehad 
miſrepreſented Protefiants, Two things T need not 
bs eftnamed toomn T eſpecially aimi'd at through the 
rhole Scepe of the Brock, —To ſhrew the Lamfulneſs 5

Caſs, © ſo to juſtify the late appy Revolution here; 
and thoſe who were corcern'd therein, and then, ta 
prove that Hot and Bigotted Men had been the oce 

c:fi:m of ail the Miſeries of this Kingdem, both in 
this and former Ares, with ſeme Arguments for 
Tloderatton rf D ffererces, and Uning all good 
Proteſtants, of !ate prown {6 jealous of one another, 
preving neuher ſide were Fuch il men as Prejudice, 
Intereft, Miſtakes ard Weakneſs equally repreſent»

But 
there neecs n.0 greater Authority to Anſwer it,then 
that Venerehle Mr. Hookers, who purpofely de- 
ng him trom theſe Imputations, as is proved in 
the $ p. 

Next comes thoſe dreadful Words fo often thrown 
at this great and good Mn, aid repreiznted con- 
monly by his Enemies as an ab/elute aſſertion, 
when as the contrary appears, that they are 23 Hz - 
fothetical as it was poſſible to exprets them IF 
there be, &c, which Power PERHAPS, fc, np- 
on which Hey/;n charges all the Rebe/l;ons, Treaſon, 
AſJaſſinations, &c. which have firnce disfigured the 
Church of Chriſt. In anſwer, 'tis firft obſerved 
P. 9. that this isonly a Suppokition ; (and indecd fo 
modeſt and evident a one as none can deny) ard 
Secondly, That had he plainly exprefſed it, there 
had been neither Treaſon nor Hereſie in't, being 
ſueh a Truth as a!l opprefled Nations muſt be forced 
fo own, when there is no other remedy ; ſuck a 
one, as ſome of the moſt Learned Defenders of the 
preſent Revolution have chiefly infifted on,and laſtly, 
fuch a Truth as none can deny, who will not avow 
themſelves open Enemies to the preſent Govern- 
ment, 

But not content with thus ftriking at their Head, 
the Dr. goes on with all the other Branches of the 
Reformation thence denominated,whom he Brands 
with the odious Namcs of Presby:tersans or their

of the 4, $, and 6 Paragraphs to make appear, and 
ſhall be further proven to the Woxld, if any take up 
the Cudgels to detend him. 

His remarkable value for the Proteftant Religi-

Heretleks in France, At the bottom, tiat it was 
only ſome Weak Prince whohad granted Priviledg- 
cs te the Netherlands, p. 10. Paints ont the Prince 
of Orange as the worft of Hypocrites, blacker than 
even Strada himſelf dar'd repreſent him ; mention- 
ing his Murther with no blame at al!l,or very little on
